Poles Believe Russia Won't Put 
Missile Bases in Satellite Areas 
‘Until W. Germany Gets Them 


‘Informed Persons in Poland Fear 
Atomic Weapons From U.S. Will Be 
Signal for Retaliation and the World 
Will Live on Brink of Terror.

ESPITE THE ALARM sounded recently, the best informa- 


tion of Western diplomats 


here is that Soviet Russia has 


not yet established intermediate range missile bases either 
in Poland or East Germany. But the same diplomats believe 
that such bases will shortly be installed. ; 


- In this moment of acute un- 
éertainty in the relations be- 
tween East and West, each 
slightest straw in every West 
wind is observed with fasci- 
nated attention. Interpreting 


the motives and intentions of 
the various Communist parties 
has been rafked to the level of 
a science by the Poles. And at 
this critical juncture the an- 
alysts are working overtime. 

A belief of informed Poles 
is that Moscow will not install 
missile bases in satellite terri- 
tory unless and until West 
Germany’s armed forces are 
furnished atomic weapons by 
the United States. That will be 
the signal for immediate re- 
taliation and very quickly on 
both sides of the curtain all 
the principal cities will be in 
the range of almost instant 
destruction. 

Brink of Terror. 

This is what the Poles, re- 
gardless of their political be- 
lief, universally dread. For 
they are convinced that when 
this happens all hope of relax- 
ing tension will be at an end 
and the world will live on the 
brink of terror. 

Poland’s dread is related, of 
course, to the deep feeling 
about Germany that runs 
through all kinds and classes 
of people in the country that 
suffered so terribly under Ger- 
man oceupation. In a country 
of 80,000,000 there were 8,000,- 
006 to 9,000,000 killed, includ- 
ing 3,000,000 Jews, liquidated 
by 4azis. 

When the German Bundestag 
in March approved atomic 
arms for Germany’s new army, 
Polish newspapers compared 
this to Hitler’s rise to power 
in 1933. Chancellor Adenauer’s 
speech the other day express- 
ing anew Germany’s determina- 
tion to have atomic weapons 
stifred a reaction of suspicion 
and fear in this country where 
war between East and West 
has again and again taken a 
fearful toll. 

Dulles Blamed. 

The Polish belief is that 
American policy-makers have 
encouraged, if they have not in 
fact initiated, the German 
atomic policy. They see Ade- 
Mauer as Secretary Dulles’s 
star pupil in cold war and in- 
evitably they see themselves as 
paying the price for the war. 

When Dulles, as he has done 
in several recent speeches— 
notably in New Hampshire and 
Berlin—proclaimed that cold 
war must go on with no relaxa- 
tion of tension in order to give 
satellite people a hope of free- 
dom, the reaction here was one 
of bitterness and frustration, 
tempered by a kind of sardonic 
humor. To informed Poles, and 
‘this again covers people of al- 
most every belief and preju- 
dice, it is obvious that only 
with the relaxation of tension 
can Poland begin to enlarge 
the limited independence and 
relative fréedom that came aft- 
er the upheaval of 1956. With 
an intensification of the cold 
war, the clamps will be tight- 
ened and all hope of gradual 
evolution toward a free way of 
life, so cherished in memory, 
will vanish. 

Russia May Concede. 

On balance it is felt here the 
likelihood, despite what is con- 
sidered the threatening Ger- 
man attitude, is for an approach 
to a settlement that can only 
come after many starts and 
stops over a long period of 
time. Soviet Russia will make 
concessions, the Poles believe, 
in order to have a summit con- 
ference with Western powers. 

This belief is based on Nikita 
Khrushchev’s bid to Washing- 
ton for greatly expanded trade 
and on other recent signs that 
Poles interpret as evidence of 
determination in Moscow for 
“peaceful coexistence.” 

Of course, they cannot be 
sure. When they are frank they 
confess that all their conjec- 
tures, their theories, have al- 
most as little basis in facts as 
the speculations in the West 
about the intentions of Mos- 
cow. Almost invariably they 
come back to Germany and the 
threat of atomic armament 
which, once in place, will for- 
ever freeze the menacing pos- 
ture of hostility and threat. 

Impressed by Strauss. 

Not long ago one of the 
mass circulation British news- 
papers carried an interview 
with German Defense Minister 
Franz Josef Strauss. The young

The visitor may put this 
down to an emotionalism which 
is understandable seeing the 
ruins that still stand out and 
hearing the tales of horror of 
occupation that come out cas- 
ually in conversation. As this 
is % deep and powerful feeling, 
not alone in Poland but through 
much of central and eastern 
Europe, it cannot be simply 
brushed aside. 

Hymn Revived. 

For a long time the great na- 
tional hymn “God Save 
Poland,” was frowned upon. 
But after the 1956 upheavel, 
Poles began to sing again this 
national chant with its pro- 
found undertone of longing and 
resolution. 

Its roots are in the national- 
ism—the sense of nationhood— 
that has survived so many trials 
through the centuries. The 
national will today is as strong 
as ever, lying just below the 
disciplined surface of Polish 
life which depends for its very 
existence on Soviet Russia. 

This dependence, alongside 
Poland’s will to nationhood and 
the shift in the boundaries to 
East and West, suggests that 
the present situation cannot 
long endure. 

In 1939, poland was a feudal 
aristocracy. Great landowners 
lived in princely fashion with 
retinues of liveried servants in 
manor houses that were actual- 
ly palaces. Because of their 
large-scale organization, agri- 
cultural production on the big 
estates was highly efficient. 


Imports Necessary, 


The large holdings were 
broken up after the war and 
today, instead of being a food 
exporting country as it was be- 
fore 1940, Poland must import 
1,000,000 tons of grain a year. 
As one measure of Polish de- 
pendence on the powerful 
neighbor to the east, 43 per 
cent of the wheat consumed 
here comes from Russia. 

The statistics of this depend- 
ence make painfully evident 
the cautious course Poland 
must follow. All petroleum 
and 82 per cent of petroleum 
products come from Russia, 
74 per cent of the iron ore, 
100 per cent of the manga- 
nese, 100 per cent of the 
nickel, 90 per cent of the zinc 
and 65 per cent of the cotton 
will in the current year be im- 
ported from the Soviet Union. 
In short, the whole basis of in- 
dustry and transportation is de- 
rived from a single source and 
the source is the all-powerful 
center of the Soviet bloc. 

Poland cannot export to the 
Soviet Union enough of her 
own products to pay for the 
necessities she imports. This 
means that Moscow carries the 
balance on the cuff, which is 
an indication of the cost of 
maintaining the satellite group. 
There have been __ several 
clashes in recent years over 
Gomulka’s insistence, on being 
paid for services furnished to 
Russian troops and Moscow vol- 
untarily wrote off nearly $750,- 
000,000 in debts that Poles had 
run up over the years ‘since 
the war. 

When all this is taken into 
account, the relative indepen- 
dence that Poland has won 
must seem little short of mira- 
culous. To try to preserve this 
area of independence, the 
Poles for two years have been 
pushing the policy of disen- 
gagement in central Europe. 

The concept of an atomic- 
free neutral zone originated 
with Polish minister Adam Ra- 
packi and while it was modi- 
fied under Russian pressure, 
the Rapacki plan represented 
Poland’s greatest hopes. Wash- 
ington’s rejection of the plan 
caused great disappointment.

Special Reports Have Great Value; 
- Help to Settle Big U.S. Problems 


Both Congress and 
Administration 
Benefit From

S CONGRESS works over- 
A time to complete this

If three important legislative 
items are approved by Con- 
gress in substantially the form 
recommended by President 
Eisenhower, he can properly 
give part of the credit to 
panels of experts he has ap- 
pointed and to non-govern- 
mental survey groups with 
which the executive branch has 
co-operated. 


The pending legislative items 
are the extension and expan- 
sion of the reciprocal trade 
law, the Defense Department 
reorganization bill and the 
continuation of the mutual 
security program. 


These are bipartisan or non- 
partisan measures, but without 
the educational contribution of 
the 1954 Randal] Committee 
report on reciprocal trade, the 
Gaither and Rockefeller rec- 
ommendations for national se- 
curity changes and the Eric 
Johnston report on foreign 
economie and military aid, 
their chances of congressional 
approval would be highly 
= if not downright dis- 
mal. 


Ralph Cordiner Study. 


Another important item 
whose approval was greatly 
aided by a special report was 
the military pay increase bill, 
now a law, which was the sub- 
ject of a comprehensive study 
by Ralph J. Cordiner, presi- 
gy of the General Electric 

oO. 


These and other reports 
_have also had decided influ- 
'ence on decisions within the 
executive branch, reaching up 
_to the National Security Coun- 
cil and. the presidency. Many 
of the recommendations of the 
still secret Gaither report have 
been followed by the Defense 
Department without public an- 
nouncement, just as in 1954 the 
report of James R. Killian Jr., 
now a presidential assistant, 
caused the Pentagon to shift 
its policy from an all-out ef- 
fort to develop an inter-conti- 
nental ballistic missile to get 
intermediate range ballistic 
missiles into actual production. 

Another secret report was 
made by the operations re- 
search office of Johns Hop- 
kins University last year pri- 
marily for the Army. It ap- 
parently recommended greater 
emphasis on “active defense” 
by planes and missiles against 
possible Russian attacks and 
less reliance on “passive” civil 
defense. Whatever the cause, 
civil defense appears to have 
been downgraded. 

Partly because many of the 
recommendations are. secret 
and .partly because some of the 
public reports require a long 
interval before their effects are 
evident, the value of reports is 
sometimes questioned. 

Generally reports are in two 
categories: first, such as the 
Gaither and Killian surveys, 
primarily for the benefit of 
executive departments, and 
second, primarily for the pub- 
lic, like the Rockefeller and 
Johnston reports.

Another value of the reports 
is that they give national lead- 
ers in business, finance, labor, 
science, education and local 
governments an insight of the 
problems of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, particularly about de- 
fense and foreign policies. 
These leaders in turn often 
have wide influence in their 
community or among their 
professional associates. 


Staff of Technicians. 


The actual gathering of ma- 
terial and the writing of re- 
ports is usually done by a staff 
of experienced technicians. For

Air Program for Missouri 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The implied criticism of a news. 
report in the Post-Dispatch on 
Gov. Blair and Lt. Gov. Long 
using State patrol airplanes for 
the transaction of State business 
is difficult to appreciate in this 
so-called ‘“‘air-age.” 

Missouri is many years behind 
most other states in the develop- 
ment of adéquate aviation faecil- 
ities and airports throughout the 
siate. As a result its people, par- 
ticularly outstate, have been un- 
able to take full advantage of the 
various opportunities afforded 
them by the development of avia- 
tion 

Montana, Nebraska, Illinois, 
Minnesota, and various others, 
through the efforts. of active and 
progressive Aeronautics Commis- 
sions, have developed state-wide 
airport and aeronautical programs 
which have brought to all of the 
people of those states the great 
advantages of air transportation. 

The tremendous growth in the 
last 10 years of general and busi- 
ness aviation, which in miles and 
hours flown far exceed those of 
all the scheduled airlines com- 
bined, makes it essential that 
every community have available 
to it minimum landing facilities 
for use of private and business 
aircraft. 

* . ~ 

Progressive companies which 
depend upon their own airplanes 
for transportation are more and 
more turning to those states and 
communities that recognize the 
airplane as a business tool and 
provide airport and other facil- 
ities for their use. 

The Missouri Pilots Association, 
which is composed of over 1000 
active pilots throughout the state, 
at its recent convention in Se- 
dalia, called upon the Legislature 
to create an Aeronautics Commis- 
sion for Missouri and to ultimate- 
ly provide a lighted, paved air- 
strip in every community of 2000 
population. 

The Association also called for 
the financing of this project over 
the years by an unrefunded gas- 
oline tax on aviation fuel. Such 
aviation gasoline taxes which are 
refunded to the airlines, now go 
into the general road fund and 
are not used for aviation pur- 
poses. ; 

The airlines, which are onl in- 
terested in serving large cities, 
have opposed and will continue to 
oppose such legislation for fear 
that they will be required to con- 
tribute a small portion of the 
cost of the aviation development 
in Missouri. 

- - > 

Gov. Blair and Lt. Gov. Long 
know the efficient use that can 
be made of private air transpor- 
tation and are to be congratulated 
for making use of ‘the same in 
the conduct of the state’s busi- 
ness. 

It is regrettable that the Legis- 
lature has not provided a state 
airplane specifically for that pur- 
pose and also paved the way for 
wider use of the airplane by es- 
tablishing a program for outstate 
airport development which will 
enable some of the Federal funds 
now going almost exclusively to 
St. Louis and Kansas City to ben- 
efit all the people of Missouri. 

The Missouri Pilots Association 
would like to see Gov. Blair ap- 
point a committee of responsible 
aviation people to determine what 
the needs of Missouri aviation- 
wise will be over the next decade 
and report to him so that such 
facts can be made available to 
the 1959 Legislature for action. 

In that way perhaps Missouri 
ean take its place in the present 
and future aviation development 
of this country.

Now for the Senate 


It would be hard to overstate either the 
importance or the proportions of the victory 
won for the best interests of the United 
States in the overwhelming passage by the 
House of Representatives of the bill to. extend 
the Reciprocal Trade Act for five years. The 
achievement is all the more gratifying be- 
cause the margin of success was so generous. 

The final vote was 317 to 98 and the vote 
against recommital—probably a more accu- 
rate measure of House sentiment—268 to 
146. For this performance, which we trust 
portends Senate approval on a comparable 
scale, credit should be shared between the 
Executive and Legislative branches. 

President Eisenhower deserves credit first 
for having made a 5-year extension of the 
program to encourage world trade a key part 
of his 1958 legislative program. He deserves 
credit also for sticking to his guns when the 
first reports of ppposition to the bill were 
delivered to him. 

But even more the President deserves 
credit for following the situation right up to 
voting time and influencing the outcome ma- 
terially by appeals to individuals and to the 
membership as a whole. Had he taken the 
stand-offish attitude that has characterized 
him all too frequently in legislative contro- 
versies, the totais would have been decidedly 
different. 

The Democratic leaders of the House, con- 
sisting of Speaker Rayburn, Floor Leader Mc- 
Cormack and Ways and Means Chairman 
Mills, among others, deserve credit for the 
heavy majorities they rolled up on their 
side for the President’s approval. After 
the Democratic leadership did its work, 
victory was assured regardless of the Re- 
publican performance. 

But there is credit, too, for the many Re- 
publicans who broke with their party’s Old 
Guardsmen in the House. A majority of the 
Republican members refused to fall in with 
the maneuver of Congressman Reed of New 
York to Bury the bill in a committee pigeon- 
hole. A Republican majority also rejected 
the attempt of Congressman Simpson of 
Pennsylvania to substitute a watered down 2- 
year extension which would have reduced 
markedly the President’s authority in trade 
policies. 

Yet if the President studies the line-up of 
the membership of the two parties in the 
House he will see that the Democrats con- 
tributed much more to the size of his victory 
than did the Republicans. On recommital, 
for example, it was not too far from a stand- 
off — 108 Republicans opposed and 85 in 
favor. On the Democratic side the divi- 
sion was 160 Democrats against recommital, 
and 61 in favor—about 2% to 1. 

All in all, it is the kind of legislative per- 
formance which makes the observing citizen 
wonder just why President Eisenhower thinks 
he would be better off if he could persuade 
the people to put the Republicans in control 
of Congress for his last two years in office. 

Be that as it may, the House and the White 
House have joined in a splendid victory. May 
it now be repeated in the Senate! 


U.N. Observers and U.S. Jets 


If the Egyptian, Syrian and Soviet profes- 
sions of innocence are valid, the United Na- 
tions observers whom the Security Council has 
voted to send to Lebanon should be able to 
discover and report the fact. 

Lebanon urgently contends that outside in- 
terference has taken place. Secretary Dulles 
says he has “irrefutable” evidence not only 
of propaganda and political pressure but of 
military supplies in aid of violent attacks on 
the Lebanese government. So it is well that 
the Security Council, with only Russia ab- 
staining, voted 10-0 to send observers. 


However, observers can only observe. The 
news that American jet fighters are being 
sent to Lebanon, as well as to Iraq and Jor- 
dan, is a reminder that the basic problem 
remains unsolved. Nor can a solution be 
hoped for so long as the Soviet Union on one 
side and the West on the other continue to 
pour arms into the Middle East. Resourtes 
of statesmanship, not of armament buildup, 
are that troubled region’s most urgent need. 


Lincoln Square Green Light 


By declining to consider an appeal, the Su- 
preme Court this week left standing the judg- 
ment of New York state’s highest court on 
the Lincoln Square redevelopment project in 
New York City.’ Since Fordham University’s 
role in the Lincoln Square project parallels 
closely that of St. Louis University in the re- 
development of Mill Creek Valley, the high 
court decision has unusual interest here. 

In New York, as in St. Louis, objections 
were raised to the participation of a Catholic 
university in a public redevelopment enter- 
prise. That state’s highest court held, how- 
ever, that no public subsidy to a church insti- 
tution was, involved and that, on the con- 
trary, to deny Fordham the right to take 
part might ‘be an unconstitutional discrimina- 
tion on grounds of religion. 

Had the Supreme Justices felt that a sub- 
stantial constitutional issue of church-state 
separation was at stake, we may be sure they 
would have granted the objectors’ petition 
for a review of the case. They refused it in- 
stead, and New York’s Lincoln Sq project 
is now free to go ahead. Could there be any 
clearer indication that litigation over the Mill 
Creek Valley might delay, but cannot stop, 
St. Louis University’s partnership with the 
city in slum redevelopment?

The Freeholders Ask ‘W hat’ 
With internal organization largely com- 


mass transportation, roads, traffic, police and 
fire protection, hospitals, sanitation, garbage 
disposal, land use, economic development, 
civil defense, sewers, taxation—and even 
education. 

The Freeholders are not sure at this stage 
whether they have the right to make formal 
proposals involving all of those subjects. On 
that point they will have to be guided by the 
advice of counsel. But they must make up 
their own minds as to which of the various 
functions are the problem children. 

One test is to identify those functional 
problems that neither city nor county alone 
can solve. Some of them are obvious. Sew- 
ers already are being handled on a metropoli- 
tain basis. Mass transportation, traffic con- 
trol, civil defense and property assessment 
are others. The Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey already has put a finger on most of them. 

Other functions, some phases of which now 
are being handled on something less than a 
satisfactory basis in either city and county, 
fall in a different category. Police financing 
is one instance. Many St. Louis county resi- 
dents support three police forces—the St. 
Louis department through the earnings tax, 
a municipal force in the county and the coun- 
ty’s own department, 

In this same general category is the prob- 
lem of jail administration. St. Louis voters 
have approved a bond issue for construction 
of a new Workhouse to replace their ancient 
South Broadway institution. No place with 
sufficient ground to permit a proper program 
exists within the city. Would it be practical 
to build the new institution in the county, as 
the city hopes to do, and then use it as a 
kind of city-county jail? This is one field 
that was not covered by the Metropolitan 
Survey. 

Identifying the basic problems that are 
hindering the well-being of this great metro- 
politan area is the Freeholders’ first big job. 
It is good that they are moving so quickly to 
tackle it. 


Problem of Senatorship 


As we understand it, Senator Symington’s 
problem in the case of his small-business con- 
stituent, Harry Tenenbaum, was to seem to 
exert influerice on the FCC without actually 
exerting it. He got in touch with the now- 
famous Commissioner Richard A: Mack in 
Mr. Tenenbaum’s behalf, but carefully asked 
Mr. Mack only for any “consideration you 
believe proper.” It might have been assumed, 
of course, that the FCC would give such con- 
sideration as it believed proper without be- 
ing adjured to do so by a United States Sen- 
ator. Yet a Senator with a small-business 
constituent at his elbow naturally feels some 
incentive to service. Senator Symington, as 
he says, did what he would have done for 
any constituent. The only question is, what 
exactly did he do? 


De Gaulle Meets His First Test 


Premier De Gaulle has met handsomely his 
first major test on Algeria. Confronted with 
insubordination, he has profited by the mis- 
take of his immediate predecessor, Pierre 
Pflimlin, who did the yielding instead of 
standing fast. He has fired a double-barreled 
blast at the challengers to French authority 
in North Africa. 

First, the new Premier put Gen. Raoul 
Salan in his place. Gen. Salan is France’s 
supreme military commander in Algeria. 
This means his duties are military, not politi- 
cal. Gen. Salan is now under orders from 
Paris to stay out of politics. Policies will 
come from the French Government. Gen. 
Salan is to see to it that order is kept and the 
peace is preserved. 

Second, the leader of the World War II re- 
sistance movement has come to grips with the 
challenge of the reactionary extremists who 
make up the Algerian Public Safety Commit- 
tee. It set itself up to oppose Premier De 
Gaulle’s plans for municipal elections in A\l- 
geria and also demanded the end of all po- 
litical parties in France. When it proposed 
the establishment of a “real” French govern- 
ment, the committee leaders in effect turned 
thumbs down on De Gaulle. 

This civil attack on the authority of the 
new Government could not have been ignored 
any more than assault from within the mili- 
tary. And so Premier De Gaulle met them 
both. It is clear now that he means to unite 
French elements wherever they are and that 
he will use the authority and prestige which 
he has under his extraordinary grants of 
power from the Parliament. 

The next move is up to the army and colo- 
nial hotheads in Algeria. Are they willing 
to choose the path of insurrection against De 
Gaulle as they chose it against his predeces- 
sors? The way ahead is far from easy for 
France, but it will be less difficult if De 
Gaulle once and for all establishes the au- 
thority of Paris over Algiers.

Our Railroads Saw Their High-Handed Heyday 


Current Plight of Carriers Has Its Ironical Side in History

The recent discontinuation of all 
passenger service between Baltimore 
and New York City by the historic 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad drama- 
tizes the declining fortunes of the 
country’s railroads 


At the turn of the century, rail- 
roads carried 84 per cent of all inter- 
city travelers. Today the figure is 
four per cent, and during the past 
12 years railroads have incurred a 
combined deficit of seven billion 

dollars from pas- 
oo. traffic.

portation. The net result has been 
steadily diminishing revenue in the 


face of mounting operating costs. 


Railroad spokesmen contend that 
the railroads are taxed unfairly in 
comparison with competing means 
of transportation. 


They cite, for example, the thir- 
teen million dollars in taxes annually 
levied against New York's Grand 
Central and Penn Stations and their 
approaches. They point out that 
competing truck and bus systems 
use public highways financed with 
tax funds and that airlines are the 
beneficiaries of terminal facilities 
built with publie money. ? 


Benton vs. Douglas 


Railroads are required to main- 
tain their roadbeds and rights of 
way out of their own revenue. In 
effect, the railroads charge, they are 
being taxed to subsidize their coms 
petitors. : 


There is a good deal of historical 
irony in this debate on public aid. 
After the Civil War, when the ener- 
gies of Americans were absorbed in 
“the winning of the West,” the rail- 
road was projected as the instrument 
which woul 
achieve its Manifest..Destiny. 


As early as 1853, Senator Thomas 
Benton of Missouri had urged Con- 
gress to build a railroad to the Pa- 
cific as a national undertaking, own- 
ership to remain in the hands of the 
Government, which would let out 
contracts for its operation to private 
companies at satisfactory terms. 

Benton’s proposal was opposed by 
Stephen A. Douglas of Illinois, whose 
eloquence soon convinced everyone 
that the project should be under- 
taken and carried out in the name 
of private enterprise. 


‘Great American Desert’ 


But how could private enterprise 
be induced to risk its capital in a 
nebulous venture across what then 
was known as the “great American 
Desert”? Congress selved the prob- 
lem of providing the inducement: 
detachment from the public domain 
of millions of acres of land—not 
only the rights of way but miles of 
land on both sides of the track lines 
—to the railroad builders. In all, 
158,293,000 , including timber 
and mineral rights were involved. 

William Z. Ripley, an authority in 
the field, estimates that three-fifths 
of the cost of building railroads dur- 
ing this era was borne by govern- 
ment. 

In that feverish era of empire- 
building, of course, no one was un- 
duly concerned with the cost or the 
fact that it spawned a new class of 
millionaires—the railroad

The high-handed manner in which 
the railroad magnates held the agri- 
cultural West in bondage — wheat 
purchased by the rail interests for 
50 cents a bushel, for example, was 
sold on the open market in New 
York for $1.25 a bushel—touched off 
a series of agrarian revolts which 
led to the Grange and its campaign 
for government regulation. 


When the Interstate Commerce 
Act was finally passed in 1887, Collis 
Huntington, the California rail ty- 
coon, exclaimed, “The agrarians have 
their law, but we have the rail- 
roads.” 


The purpose of the act was to fos- 
ter competition by forbidding re- 
bates, a device often used with im- 
punity to favor certain shipping in- 
terests at the expense of others, 
pooling for maintenance of rates, 
and combinations to prevent con- 
tinuous carriage of freight. 


Failure to Control Rates 


It also decreed that all charges 
must be reasonable and just and 
that rate schedules must be public 
and not changed without due no- 
tice. It created the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to administer the 
law and set up penalties for viola- 
tions. As it stood the law was quite 
innocuous—historian Charles Beard 
called it a “scarecrow’—compared 
to present legislation. 


In fact, it was the failure of the 
1887 act to control rates effectively 
—while banning the collusive prac- 
tices that enabled railroads to act in 
their own best interests—that made 
the country realize that if the 
carriers were to be subject to gov- 
ernmental controls they must be 
effective controls. 


The various railroad empires had 
grown huge and complex, billions of 
dollars were invested in them, and 
tens of thousands of workers were 
on their payrolls. Unrestricted com- 
petition, especially between parallel. 
lines, threatened the existence of 
even the biggest systems. 


It was not until 1920 that the ICC 
was given jurisdiction over rates and 
expansion and curtailment of serv- 
ice, the authority needed to make 
governmental control effective. 

Did this new regulatory power 
hurt the railroads? A year later— 
in 1921—a billion passengers were 
carried by railroads, a figure never 
before or since equaled, and car 


loadings soared to new heights. 
The present financial plight of the 
railroads, however, has led many to 
cast the ICC in the role of a na- 
tional villain. Life, in an editorial 
entitled “How to Save the Reail- 
roads,” put it frankly: 


“Numbed by. years of regulation 


and also by fear of rate wars with 


each other, the railroads refuse to | 


make the one proposal that would 


dramatize their problem. Well, we ~ 


hereby make it for them: abolish the 
ICC altogether, at least as far as its 
rate-making power is concerned.” 


To railroad spokesmen this sug- 
gestion may well have been received 
with the prayer, “Lord save me from 
my friends; I can take care of my 
enemies.” The dozens of railroad 
executives who testified before the 
Smathers’ subcommittee made it 
clear that they had no desire to be 
freed from all federal regulation. 

In fact, they let it be known that 
they are definitely opposed to any 
suggestion that the ICC surrender 
its rate-making power. 


The railroads’ complaint is not 
with regulation, but with what they 
term “over-regulation.” As an ex- 
ample, they cite the fact that the 
ICC evaluates its rate requests in 

relation to the 
rate structures of 
competing truck 
and barge lines, 
and consequently 
they are not per- 
mitted to set their 
rates low enough 
to win back traf- 
fic they have lost 
to those compet- 
itors. In _ short, 
the railroads want 
the ICC to con-

sider each rate request on its own 
merits rather than its effect upon 
other means of transportation. 


In their preoccupation with com- 


petition from airlines, buses and 
trucks, the railroads seem to have 
minimized the fact that their great- 
est. competitor is the private automo- 
bile. Today, railroads four per 
cent of all inter-city travelers; buses 
and airlines handle the same amount 
—and 88 per cent go by private auto. 

In the passenger field, then, the 
railroads’ problem is not sa much 
one of winning travelers away from

THE TREASURY HOLDS 
that it isn’t upsetting the in- 
vestment market nor mopping 
up investment money pools for 
long.

Last week 
the average was 58 months. 

THE TREASURY ISN’T OUT 
of the financial woods by any 


ei means. The Treasury Secre- 


tary’s fiscal problems go on 
and on. Before the end of the 
year he is expected to seek 
eight billion dollars more in 
cash to meet the deficit that 
will mount fast in the second 
half of the year. Also next 
month 11% billion dollars of 
securities mature and must be 
refunded either by getting the 
holders to take new issues in 
exchange or by paying out 
cash. In September four and 
three-fourths more have been 
called for redemption. Before 
the year is over some 12 billion 
dollars more must be refunded. 


IN ALL OF THESE TRIPS 
to the money market the 
Treasury likely will take care 
not to dry up the reservoir of 
investment money and thus up- 
set the borrowing plans of 
states and communities and of 
corporations. Also it will have 
to walk a tight rope lest it upset 
another administration aim—to 
bring down long term interest 
rates as a counter to the reces- 
sion. The danger here is that 
as the supply of long term 
government securities in the 
money market increases it may 
exceed demand to the point of 
forcing down the market value 
of outstanding bonds. This in- 
creases their yield since you 
get fixed interest but have to 
pay less for the bond to get it. 
And as yields go up on out- 
standing bonds, so do the in- 
terest rates that would-be bor- 
rowers must offer to get the 
new money they want to hire.

IN THE OPINION of most 
men steak, French fries or a 
baked potato, and a really gootl 
salad are the “musts” for a 
superb meal. 

If Dad coneurs with this 
masculine idea of the perfect 
menu, you will get a break on 
the potatoes and salad. Both 
the humble spud and almost 
all of the salad vegetables rate 
high on this week's “good 
buys” list. 

In fact, potdtoes probably 
top that list. Potatoes, particu- 
larly the néw ones, are budget 
priced. And you may choose 
from reds or California long 
whites. 

As for salads, we now have 
homegrown iceberg, leaf and 
Bibb lettuce, plus romaine. 
Vast supplies ‘of iceberg let- 
tuce are arriving from the 
Southwest and, because of the 
bumper crops, the price is ex- 
ceptionally low. Endive and 
escarole are less expensive 
than they have been, which 
means that the salad greens 
are no\ problem. 

Radishes and gréen onions, 
watercress and tomatoes all 
are reasonable as are onions, 
both yellow and white. (And 
please don’t overlook those big 
sweet Spanish onions that par- 
ticularly appeal to masculine 
appetites.) Green peppers, 
which have been on the high 
side, have eased down to the 
moderate price bracket. 

The combination of onions 
and cucumbers is another man- 
approved classic, and although 
cucumbers are just. slightly 
higher they are still reasonable. 

For the relish tray, celery is 
cheaper and carrots for those 
crunchy raw carrot sticks will 
not strain the budget. 

Does Father prefer cole slaw 
to a green salad? The weath- 
er has been just right for grow- 
ing cabbage; it’s nice and 
green, and attractively priced. 

As mentioned last week, the 
veather also has been perfect 
for raising cauliflower; it is 
coming to market in good vol- 
ume and although the heads 
ee not particularly large the 
quality is superb. 

If the meal is to center 
eround the barbecue pit (and 
cortaifly it will in many 
households), it is almost cer- 
trin that corn will be on the 
menu.

Steak for the Man of the Hour 


HE IS the Man of the Hour, all right; Father steals the 
spotlight next Sunday. True, he may not hold it for long—a 


mere matter of 24 hours. 
short-lived is all the 
blazes brightly. 


There will be gifts and cards, 
of course, but the day wouldn't 
be complete if there were not 
a special] dinner—a very spe- 
cial dinner planned to pamper 
him with all of the foods that 
he likes best. 


This is no time for pretty, 
fancy dishes; this is the day 
for foods to a man's taste. And 
just what is that? Naturally, it 
will vary with the man in ques- 
tion but chances are that more 
masculine votes would be cast 
for steak than for anything 
else. 


Whether it will be a broiled 
tenderloin steak topped with 
mushrooms, steak served in an 
elegant manner on a plank, 
steak sandwiches or steak 
cooked by Dad himself out-of- 
doors will depend upon indi- 
vidual circumstances. 


Those handsome steaks 
shown above are broiled ten- 
derloins topped with mush- 
rooms browned in butter, 
served with crisp French fries 
and a relish platter. Now there 
is a meal to honor any Father: 
this is truly “tops” for those 
who can afford to not count 
the cost in planning a meal 
for Father’s day. 

It is generally agreed that 
the most tender beef cut of 
all is the tenderloin—the meat 
which is the boneless, tapering 
muscle lying inside the ribs. 

Part of the tenderloin is 
found in Porterhouse, T-bone 
and sirloin steaks; usually the 
more tenderloin in the steak 
the more it costs per pound. 


For example, a Porterhouse 
steak contains the largest por- 
tion of tenderloin; a T-bone 
steak, smaller than the Porter- 
house and usually lower in 
price, contains a smaller por- 
tion of tenderloin while sir- 
loin steak, lowest priced of 
the three, contains the small- 
est amount of the tenderloin. 


Filet mignon, as served in 
many plush restaurants, is pre- 
pared from thick slices of ten- 
derloin cut from the small end. 
Because these end slices are 
often triangular or irregularly 
shaped the meat sometimes is 
flattened or rolled. The slices 
are wrapped in bacon, broiled 
until well done outside and 
rare inside, and served with

Tenderloin steaks are def- 
initely luxury meats, so care 
for them tenderly. Refrigerate 
just as soon as purchased; if 
the meat is wrapped in market 
paper unwrap and store loose- 
ly covered to allow some cir- 
culation of air. Serve within 
two days of purchase. 

To broil, place the meat on 
rack and arrange rack in broil- 
er so that the surface of the 
meat is two to three inches be- 
low heat for inch-thick steaks, 
three to five inches for thick- 
er steaks. Broil until top sides 
are cooked to the preferred de- 
gree of doneness, then season 
with salt and pepper and turn 
(using tongs to prevent pierc- 
ing the meat) and brown the 
other sides. Season second 
side and serve piping hot with 
a garnish of sauteed mush- 
rooms.

Another elegant way to 
serve an elegant meat is to 
plank a Porterhouse steak. The 
deliciously tender meat is a 
handsome sight served sizzling 
hot on a planking board. 

The broiled steak-on-a-board 
may be accompanied by color- 
ful vegetables which have been 
precooked and arranged on the 
plank with the meat, then run 
under the broiler for a quick, 
final browning. 

Any beef steak may be 
planked—tT-bone, ‘club, sirloin, 
even ground beef shaped as a 
steak. The ideal planking board 
is made of well-seasoned hard- 
wood and is oval in shape. It is 
grooved so that juices are re- 
tained on the board rather than 
lost in the oven. Before it is 
used, the plank should be 
heated in the oven, then rubbed 
with unsalted fat. After using 
the plank should not be 


washed, simply wiped with ab- | 


sorbent paper to remove sur- | 
plus grease, then rubbed with | 
more paper or clean towel un- | 
til clean.

King- Sized Beef Kabobs 


To really honor Father at an 
out-of-door barbecue, serve 
King-Sized Beef Kabobs. These 
three-inch squares of top round 
or tenderloin barbecue on a 
big skewer to just the right de- 
gree of doneness to be sliced 
into brown crusted, pink-cen- 
tered servings. 

Prepare a barbecue sauce for 
marinating and daubing during 
cooking made with a bouillon 
beef. To make certain the veg- 
base, especially for saucing 
etables cook just right, cook 
them on separate skewers and 
alternate vegetables which 
cook in. the same amount of 
time. Slices of zucchini dipped 
in melted butter alternate with 
mushroom caps which are mar- 
éinated in dill-flavored French 
dressing. On another skewer, 
alternate small whole cooked 
onions and squares of green 
pepper and small tomatoes. 

French bread is slashed and 
pre-buttered with an herb but- 
ter of thyme and parsley, then 
it is foil wrapped .and ‘heated 
over the coals. 

King-Sized Beef Kabobs.

IF AMERICA is to wear a national flower in its 


buttonhole, why not make it the dandelion? 
Congress is periodically petitioned to name an official 
United States flower, but so far has ducked a vote. This 
issue could cause a lot of 
statesmanlike heads to 
roll—like petals at the 
first frost. 
For garden lovers are 
a passionate folk. Knock 
their favorite flower, and 
it’s worse than kicking 
their dog around. The 
angry sap rises in them: 
The wise politician real- 
izes that picking a na- 
tional flower could eas- 
ily lead to a floral war 
between the states.

‘Saint With Charm of a Sinner’ 


Rector of New York’s Famous ‘Little Church Around the Corner’ Retires

NEW YORK, June 12. 
THE REV. DR. J. H. RAN- 
DOLPH, RAY, for 35 years rec- 
tor of the Protestant Episcopal 
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Shelter and caught one 
of these water taxis. The 
Water People are a curi- 
ous part of Hong Kong 
life. The Water People 
sail the big rib-sailed 
fishing junks with paint- 
ed éyes. They run the 
butterfly-sail lighters on 
the ecerowded harbor 
where the Pearl river 
comes down from China. 

But at night the 
junks and lighters and 
sampans tie up in rows as orderly as any suburban street. 


‘ On the corners of their water streets are the floating 


restaurants and night clubs, hospitals and churches, 


Our sampan had a bamboo and matting roof. 
One girl rowed a single oar at the front and an- 
other used a sculling oar at the stern. Both were 
Water People — the Hakka who are born, live 
and die on Hong Kong water. The Hakka have 
always lived on the water. A shorter, darker 
and different breed from the shoreside Canton- 
ese. In older days they were the river pirates. 


WITH TRANSLATION, the two Hakka girls outlined 
the business of sampan running. You buy a sampan. Maybe 
a fleet of sampans! You then find a Hakka family with 
a surplus of daughters. A Hakka girl child costs from $30 
to $35. You raise the girl child as a helper on the sam- 
pans. And eventually she becomes a water taxi driver. 
She lives and cooks on the sampan. If she marries, she 
raises her children on the sampan. The cost to you is 
only food and cotton clothing. 


Business was booming out on the water. Little sam- 
pans went scuttling by with floating delicatessen. The cook 
sits at the stern with a glaring gasoline lantern hung on 
His stove ‘is a shallow tin treneh of charcoal 
set into the gunwales. When he gets a customer on the 
boats, he spins his boat like a lazy Susan—the customer 
just reaches into whatever pots he likes along the edge 
of the boat. 


7 ALONG NIGHT CLUB ROW, the sampan girls sit out 
at the front of their flowered sampans, calling out ,en- 
couragement to the people floating by: 

“In here you can forget all your worries and be 
happy.” 


At $1 for every 10 songs, we hired a sampan with two 
sing-song girls to float along with us. They played a three- 
string banjo and a sort of instrument that looks like 
a zither. The music is that wailing five-note scale Chinese 
music. The girls sing in a thin, high voice. And you 
wouldn't believe what you hear when they play “Seven 
Lonely Nights.” 


When the sing-song girls began to jive, a 
few boats of free-loaders drifted up alongside. 
Most of them were floating mah jongg players—’ 
the oldest floating crap game in “Guys and Dolls” 
must have been inspired here. 


It was quite a sight: The lights reflected on the 
black water; the thin, high voices and the tinkling instru- 
ments; the sampan girls calling. The delicatessen boats 
drifting by. The big, high-pooped fishing junks with a 
glow of red light coming through the red curtains. 

And after awhile, the sampan taxied us back with a 
steamy, tropical rain beating on the matting cover.

Neighbor Trouble 


THE MAIL shows an fncreasing amount of neighbor 
trouble concerning the children. These complaints run 
from damage to grass plots to stealing. It seems small 
children have no regard for other people’s property. They 
break hedges; they pick flowers; they dig holes in the 
lawn; they scribble on walls and walks; they throw things 
in the yards. 


They are noisy; they play ball on the lawns and yell 
like Comanches; they hit balls through the windows. They 
chase balls through the yard and never look where they 
are going or what they are doing to the plants. They play 
hide and seek using the garage or the under-porch and 
steps. They climb trees that are too young for that and 
ruin them. You can’t leave a car on the street for a 
minute. They'll climb all over it; they'll even scratch the 
finish with nails. So on and so on until one begins to 
think that children are enemies of mankind. “And their 
mothers don’t do a thing about it,” is the crowning charge. 


Many of these complaints come from elderly 
people who have sold their big houses and bought 
new ones in a development of recent organization. 
Here they come in contact with young people who 
are raising families. The older ones whose chil- 
dren have grown up and gone off to their own 
homes are tired and long fer peace and rest. 
They forget how once their, children were noisy, 
careless of things they wanted them fo think 
about and a trouble to some of the neighbors. 
(But they did something about it. They took steps 
to see that their children behaved.) They forget 
that while they were doing something about it 
the neighbors were still enduring the children’s 
depredations. 


Now children, being children, must play and play 
‘hard; they have to yell and shout and run and jump and 
throw in order to grow up. Young parents do struggle 
and strive to teach them the right way to grow up but 
growth is a slow process taking about 20 years or more 
for fulfillment. Patience on both sides, patience and un- 
derstanding, are required. Co-operation and helpfulness 
are what will make living side by side in peace, possible. 
A little give and a little take will do the seemingly im- 
possible. 

It would be wise for those who are closing their 
homes to start anew in another place to end their days 
in quiet and peace to study the neighborhood before 
taking the house. Developments are likely to be filled 
with young people and their youngsters and older people, 
unless they have an abiding affection for all children will 
likely be unhappy there. 

Another thing. A child can renew life, make it worth- 
while and lovely for an elderly person or couple if they 
will but turn back the page and take the little one to 
warm their hearts. That’s a possibility not to be over- 
looked.

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Church of the Transfiguration, 
known everywhere as the Little 
Church Around the Corner, 
retired yesterday—his seventy- 
second birthday 

One of New York's best- 
loved clergymen, he was once 
described by a friend as “a 
saint with the charm of a sin- 
ner.” 

“T am far from being a 
saint, but that was the nicest 
compliment I ever had,” re- 
marked Dr. Ray, whose wit has 
not dulled with age, as he 
talked of his years at the 
famous Little Church Around 
the Corner. 

The church's internationally- 
known specialty is marriage. In 
the past 35 years some 65,000 
pairs have passed through its 
picturesque old lich gate to 
take the vows of holy matri- 
mony. Dr. Ray, himself, has 
performed about 25,000-of the 
ceremonies. 

“I like weddings,” the white- 
haired rector said, puffing con- 
tentedly on a cigarette. “No 
matter how simple the wed- 
ding, I try to make a real pro- 
duction out of it. Makes the 
bride feel good when I act as 
though hers is the most im- 
portant wedding ever held in 
our church. I enjoy it, too. 
Gives me a chance to show off. 
I think sometimes I should 
have been an actor. I've got so 
much ham in me.” 

Dr. Ray can remember a 
time in 1929 “just before the 
banks closed’”’ when there were 
40 weddings in one day at his 
church. 

“We kept three priests going 
full speed all day performing 
the ceremonies.” he said in 
retrospect. ‘“‘We had busy times 
during the first and second 
world wars and the Korean 
war and of course we're al- 
ways busy during the month 
of June. But generally speak- 
ing the number has fallen off. 
I figure it will be 1960 before 
business gets good again. That's 
about the time that the war 
babies will be grown up and 
getting married.” 

Much of Dr. Ray’s ministry 
has been devoted to interview- 
ing and counseling brides and 
grooms. 

“Magazines and periodicals 
are always asking me to write 
about my ‘rules for a happy 
marriage,” said the _ recfor 
whose own married life was 
known to have been an ideal- 
ly happy one. 

“There aren’t any ‘keys’ and 
‘magic formulas’ for happy 
marriage, but maybe I have 
some good ‘pointers.’ 


“First I tell our brides 
and grooms to have a com- 
mon goal for their marriage, 
with blueprint and plan. No 
liveable house was ever built 
without a blueprint and no 
suecessful life without some 
kind of goal. 


“Second, I'd say watch 
your everyday acts, and I let 
the big occasions take care of 
themselves. 
every home should have at 
least two mirrors—one in the 
kitchen where the wife can 
see if her hair is still screwed 
up in curlers, and one in the 
hall where the husband can 
see the look on his own face 
when he comes home at 
night, 


“Third, husband and wife 
should have equal financial 
rights, and, fourth, they 
should always be mindful of 
their manners. Courtesy is 
the guardian angel of love. 

“But the most important 
rule of all is: Be kind. Kind- 
ness is the elixir of marriage. 
It makes the difference be- 
tween passion and caring. 
Kindness is tenderness.

Founded in 1848, the Church 
of the Transfiguration came 
into fame and found its new 
name — the Little Church 
Around the Corner — in 1870. 
It was in that year that a 
Madison avenue clergyman re- 
fused to officiate at the funeral 
of a popular actor and sent the 
persons attempting to make the 
arrangements for burial to “a 
little church around the cor- 
ner where they do that sort of 
thing.” 

The incident came to the at- 
tention of New York news- 
papers and soon was reported 
all over the country. The 
Church of the Transfiguration 
became famous as the Little 
Chureh Around the Corner 
when actors banded together 
to pay tribute to the church 
that was not too sanctimonius 
to bury an actor. Testimonial 
dinners were given around the 
country to raise money for the 
Little Church. Actors began to 
look to it as their particular 
shrine. And in the wake of all 
the publicity, came the first 
flock of tourists. 

Even today the Little Church 
Around the Corner stands 


near the top of New York's 


tourist attractions. One com- 
pany that runs sightseeing bus 


- tours of the city puts it fourth 


on the list, after only the 
United Nations, the Statue of 
Liberty and the Empire State 
building. 

When Dr. Ray was called to 
the Little Church Around the 
Corner in 1923 after seven 
years as dean of St. Matthew's 
Cathedral in Dallas, one of his 
first acts was to establish the 
Episcopal Actors Guild. The 
late George Arliss was its first 
president. 

“My wife and I rarely 
missed a first night at the 
theater,” Dr. Ray reminisces. 
“And early in my ministry .I 
discovered a strange thing 
about actors, church people or 
not. They wanted me to be 
dressed in my clerical garb

whose loved ones have been 
buried from the church. Friends 
of the Little Church are scat- 
tered so widely that Dr. Ray 
can boast of “‘the largest parish 
in the world.” He has long 
made a practice of remember- 
ing his couples on their wed- 
ding anniversaries. 

“A bride and groom never 
forget their wedding here,” he 
asserted. “Partly this is due 
to the romantic aura that sur- 
rounds the Little Church and 
partly it’s due to our reason- 
able prices. One of the first 
things I did as a new rector 
was to get up a price list so 
that couples would know ex- 
actly what they had to pay and 
what for. In New York the fee 
is usually $100 just for ‘open- 
ing the church.’ But at the 
Little Church Around the Cor- 
ner a couple can kneel before 
our beautiful Bride’s Altar, be 
united in holy matrimony, and 
have 12 friends or relatives in 
attendance, all for as low a cost 
as $16.” 

Since the death of his wife 
many years ago, Dr. Ray has 
lived alone in the picturesque 
rectory at 1 East Twenty-ninth 
street. In his study in the rec- 
tory tower he wrote his heart- 
warming book, “My Little 
Church Around the Corner,” 
which was published last year 
and which soon may be made 
into a movie. 

“It's been called a Protes- 
tant ‘Going My Way,'” Dr. Ray 
remarked.

Exhaust Fan 
By Hubbard Cobb 


WITHOUT doubt the best 
way to keep a house com- 
fortable in hot weather is to 
equip it with central air condi- 
tioning, but this sort of instal- 
lation costs a good deal of 
money. If it’s beyond your 
means we'd like to suggest that 
you install an attic exhaust fan 
for this piece of equipment can 
do a lot towards keeping an en- 
tire house comfortable even 
on the hottest days.

a house cool in several differ- 
ent ways.

When turned on after the 
sun goes down, the fan not 
only removes the heated air 
from inside the house but also 
pulls in the cooler air from out- 
side.

An exhaust fan can keep up 
a circulation of air throughout 
the house at night which makes 
sleeping more comfortable and 
as air in circulation causes the 
moisture on our skin to evapo- 
rate more quickly, this actually

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Try Adapting Hors d’oeuvre as Main Dish .of Refreshing Meal 


By Hoyt Alden 


A READER, an admirer of 

the carrot, says, regarding a 
recent column on that vege- 
table, that we missed one of 
the best dishes of all. It’s mari- 
ws carrots, served ‘as a sort 
of hors d’oeuvre. He sends it 
along: ; 
Start with a pound of new 
Spring carrots, scrape them 
and cut them longwise in quar- 
ters. Then in a saucepan, put 
a cup of water, a glass of white 
wine, a crushed clove of garlic, 
a half teaspoon of salt, a table- 
spoon of sugar, three table- 
spoons of olive oil and a bou- 
quet made by tying ‘together 
two sprigs of parsley, a bay 
leaf and a little thyme and 
chervil. Or, you can use a gen- 
erous pinch of chopped chervil. 
Boil this mixture for five min- 
utes. 

Then put in the carrots and 
let them cook until they are a 
little more than medium done. 
Let them cool, then moisten 
them with liquor from the pot. 
Sprinkle them with chopped 
parsley and there you are. 

The hors d’oeuvre originated 

in France, as everyone knows, 
but not everyone>knows why. 
The French learned a long time 
ago that a person shouldn't go 
to the table hungry. A hungry 
man sits down and “starts 
shoveling in the food, just to 
gratify his hunger. Conse- 
quently he doesn’t savor the 
food afid he eats too fast and 
the efforts of even the greatest 
chefs are thus put to waste. 
But if he has alittle Some- 
thing along with his cocktail, 
he sits down at the table re- 
laxed and in the prdéper -mood 
to appreciate what is put be- 
fore him. 
» Another version is that the 
French, being a frugal race, 
also learned a long time ago 
that if you take the edge off 
the appetite the main dishes 
will go further.

people think of it in terms of 
something tricky gotten up to 
serve only at cocktail parties. 
But with the French the hors 
d'oeuvre is often a pretty fill- 
ing thing and some of them 
can be adapted to make the 
main dish of a good hot weather 
meal. Such as glazed shrimp. 


Put a cup of canned tomatoes 
and four tablespoons of water 
in a sauce pan and add two 
tablespoons of chopped celery, 
and a table- 
spoon of chopped green pepper. 
You probably can get two or 
three neighbors to go in with 
you and buy a green pepper. 


Then season it with a whole 
clove, a fourth teaspoon of salt 
and an eighth of a teaspoon of 
pepper. Bring it to a boil, re- 
duce the heat and let it sim- 
mer for 15 minutes. Then 
strain it. 

Now dissolve three-fourths of 
a tablespoon of gelatin in two 
tablepsoons of cold water. 
Then add it to the hot tomato 
juice and stir until it dissolves. 
Stir in a teaspoon and a half 
of lemon juice. Chill it in the 
refrigerator until it’s sirupy. 

In the meantime boil a pound 


ba of shrimp and let them ceol. 


Dip the cold shrimp in the gela- 
tin mixture and then put them 
on a rack to drain and chill. 
Repeat the process several 


‘times until each shrimp has a 
‘heavy coat of the aspic. Serve 


them on crisp chunks of lettuce 
and use whatever dressing .you 
like. They’re wonderful even 
without a dressing. 


EVERYBODY knows about 
deviled, or stuffed eggs, but 
did you ever try filling the 
egg whites with flaked 
meat first? Then top this wit® 
however you prepare your 
yolks for deviled eggs. 

A good way to prepare them 
is this: mash the hard boiled 
yolks with a fork and season 
them to taste with dry mustard, 
salt and a little curry powder. 
Then moisten them with mayon- 
naise. This gives you a mighty 
distinctive deviled egg and if 
you want it distinctive almost 
beyond words add also finely 
chopped cooked lobster meat. 

Stuffed celery is another 
item that makes either a good 
hors d’oeuvre or an excellent 
addition to a hot weather 
lunch.

Mix a cup of flaked salmon 
with two tablespoons of horse- 
radish, two teaspoons of lemon 
juice ond one fourth cup of 
mayonnaise.

The Rain Crows 


By Ramon Coffman 


CERTAIN small birds of this | 


continent go under the name 
of rain crows, The “rain” part 


of their name came from a. 
belief among some farmers that | 


the birds could predict a rain- 
storm. The warning is given, 
it is said, when the birds cry 
“Chuck, chuck” or “Cluck, 
cluck!” The same idea is be- 
hind two other names of this 


bird—rain dove and storm 
crow. 
Despite their name, rain 


crows are not true crows. They 
usually grow to a length of 
about 11 inches. Half their 
length is accounted for by their 
tails. 


Q. Where are rain crows 


found? 

A. They nest in various parts 
of southern Canada, ranging 
from New Bruswick to points 


west of the Canadian Rockies. 


They also raise young in many 
American states, from the Da- 
kotas to New England and 
south 


to the Gulf of Mexico. | 


A different kind of rain crow | 


lives in California. 

In autumn the rain crows 
carry out migrations. Most of 
them spend their winters in 


| Latin America.

trees. A nest may be placed at 
a height of 25 feet, or it may 
be only seven or eight feet 
above the ground. 


Q. What do rain crows é¢at? 

A. They feed chiefly on cat- 
erpillars and worms. They de- 
stroy many webworms, canker- 
worms and tent caterpillars. 

From the viewpoint of farm- 
ers, rain crows are valuable, 
but they have the bad habit of 
robbing the nests of robins and 
some other birds. They break 
the eggs and eat the contents. 

Robins often defend their 
nests with success. From time 
to time a rain crow is “caught 
in the act,” and is slain by a 
pair of robins.
